Embargo Cuts Off Supply. 


Both the city of Americus and the 
city of Decatur have contracts for their 
coal from a Kentucky concern, from 
which coal to reach them must be ship- 
ped over the lines both of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville and the Seaboard. 
These cities complain that the embargo 
of the Lofiisville and Nashville has ab- 
solutely cut off their supply of coal, 
and that the situation facing these 
cities is serious. : 

The commission has confirmed the 


fact that the embargo of the LouIrsvilié 


and Nashville beéétmw’ effective last Fri 
day, the reason given for the. embargo 
being that the Louisville and Nashville 
has found it impossible to get the Sea- 
board to return cars. It is alleged 
that the Seaboard now has a large 
number of cars belonging to the Louis- 
ville and Nashville in excess of the 
Seaboard cars now being used by the 
Louisville and Nashville, and which the 
Louisville and Nashville has been un. 
able to get back. It is understood that 
negotiations are in progress for a set- 
tlement of the question between the 
Louisville and Nashville and the Sea- 
board. 

Never before in the history of the 
south has a shortage of freight cars 
been so acute as at present. Both 
carriers and shippers have been mak- 
ing serious effonts to relieve the sit- 
uation, but apparently so far without 
material results. 

To the Georgia railroad commission 
have come.complaints in large number. 
Cotton merchants are continually 
complaining of being unable to get 
cars to move the staple. Shippers of 
other items of freight are likewise 
complaining. A mining concern at 
Cartersville stated to the commission 
that it has $20,000 worth of ore lying 
beside the railroad tracks in urgent 
need of immediate shipment, but with- 
out hope of obtaining cars in which 
to transport it. 

Situation Has Reached Crisis. 

It appears that a crisis has been 
reached where steps, perhaps drastic, 
may have to be taken to relieve the’ 
situation. 

Carriers have suggested an increas- 
ed demurrage charge on a sliding scale, 
such as charging the shipper $2 for 
the first day, $3 for the second day, $4 
for the third day and $5 for the fourtn 
and every day thereafter that a ear is 
kept by a shipper. 

It is understood that shippers are 
urging a similar drastic attempt at so- 
lution which would place the burden 
on the carrier, rather than the shipper, 
and insure the prompt return of cars 
to the owning line. This plan ig to 
increase the per diem upon cars and 
place this charge on a sliding scale 
somewhat similar to the plan suggest- 
ed in connection with demurrage 
charges. . 

A slower and somewhat more involv- 
ed plan which has been st£gested is 
that of increasing minimum  carload 
weights, which would result in move- 
ment of larger quantities of freight in 
the same car, thus relieving conges- 
tion. 

The car shortage situation fs not 
confined to Georgia, but is general 
throughout the southeast, as well as 
in other sections of the country, and 
southern state commissions, other than 
the Georgia commission, are being 
called upon to aid in the solution of 
this problem. 

North Carolina Circular. 

The following is a cireular recently 
issueqd by the corporation commission 
of North Carolina in response to com- 
plaints about car shortage: 


“Reports are being received by the com- 
mission, indicating that a ‘car shortage’ is 
again threatened, and that its effects are al- 
ready being felt by shippers, caused in part 
by the heavy movements of grain at this 
season of the year. 

“The commission therefore takes this op- 
portunity of again bringing to the attention 
of the carriers and shippers the necessity 
for clése supervision ‘of the methods of load- 
ing, unloading d moving cars so as to

CATHOLICS TO RESIST. 


NEW VEAZEY LAW 


Bishop of Savannah Declares 
Law Directing Investigation 
of Schools Unconstitutional. 


Savannah, Ga., October 30.—(Special.) 
That the Catholic church in Georgia 
will resist the enforcement of the Vea- 
zey law, which provides for grand jury 
inspection of schools, convents, orphan- 
ages and homes where dependent per- 
sons are taken care of, is shown by 
letters,which Bishop Benjamin J. Kei- 
ley, of the diocese of Savannah, has 
just sent out. 

While Bishop Keiley, acting upon ad- 
vice of counsel, takes the position that 
the Veazey law is unconstitutional, he 
does not arbitrarily close the door of 
institutions under his jurisdiction in the 
face of the investigators. What he 
does do is to invite one visit from 
grand jurors in each county in which 
there is such an institution. 

This invitation must be taken advan- 
tage of during the first term of court 
after the invitation hag been extended, 
otherwise the doors will be locked when 
the investigators call, unless their ac- 
tion has been justified by a decision 
of the state supreme court bearing up- 
on the question of the constitutionality 
of the Veazey act, which was passed at 
the recent session of the legislature. 

No second visit will be permitted, ana 
to see that this ultimatum is carriea 
out, Bishop Keiley has written an offi- 
cial letter to the heads of all the in- 
stitutions in Georgia, under his juris- 
diction, which come within the scope 
of the Veazey act. In these letters 
the bishop instructs the sisters to ac. 
cord every facility for making a thor~ 
ough investigation to the grand jury 
committee which calls during the first 
session of court after this letter is re- 
ceived.

Galveston, Texas, October 30.—The 
jury in the case of John Copeland, a 
banker of Marshall, Texas, charged 
with murder in connection with the

Catholic lecturer, tonight listeried to a 
reading of the testimony given by the 
defendant and Clarence Hall, the lat- 
ter thé principal witness for the prose- 
cution, and resumed their deliberations. 

A request for the reading of the tes- 
timony of Copeland and Hall was made 
by the jury after Judge Briggs had re- 
fused to discharge the jurors despite 
their statement this morning that they 
were hopelessly divided. The case was 
given to the jury Saturday night. 

Opposing counsel in the cases of 
George Ryan and George Tier, asso- 
ciates of Copeland, charged with com- 
plicity in connection with the murder 
of Black, today agreed that the two 
cases should not be set for trial until] 
that of Copeland had been finally dis- 
posed of. 

Ryan's case had been fixed for im- 
mediate hearing, and that of Tier for | 
November 3,

GERMAN TRENCHES 
TAKEN BY FRENCH 
ON. SOMME FRONT 


Paris, October 30.—A system of Ger- 


man trenches northwest of Sailly-Sail- 
lisel on the Somme front was captur- 
ed by the French last night, the war 
office announced today. The French 
advanced as far as tHe Sailly church. 

South of the Somme the Germans 
made repeatéd ‘attacks between Biaches 
and the region south of La Maisonette. 
By means of their last attempt they 
obtained: a: feoting -in- some of the 
Maisonette farm buildings. 

On the Verdun front the artillery 
fighting was less. severe near Douau- 
mont and there was no infantry action 
in that localit’. 

Rheims was »ombarded violently and 
some civilian were killed. 

The text reads: 

“North of the Somme our troops car- 


ried a system - of enemy § trenches 
northwest of Sailly-Saillisel. Another 
operation, boldly carried out, enabled 
us to advance to the east in the direc- 
tion of Saillisel. About sixty prison- 
ers remained in our hands. 

“South of the Somme the Germans 
last night multiplied their attacks, 
which were preceded by an intense 
bombardment against our positions 
from Biaches to south of La Maison- 
nette. The enemy, who was repulsed 
several times with severe losses, ‘suc- 


ceeded during his last attempt, which 
was extremely violent, in penetrating | 
some elements of our line trench north 
of. La Maisonnette and in gaining a 
foothold in the buildings of that town. 

“All efforts of the Germans to drive 
us from Hill 97 failed under our fire. 

“On the right bank of the Meuse the 
artillery struggles continue on the 
front as a whole. It is however, less 
violent in the region of Douaumont. 
There was no infantry action. Every- 
where else the night was calm. 

‘In accordance with their usual 


habit, in order to avenge their defeat 
at Verdun, the Germans directed a: 
violent bombardment against Rheims. | 
There were a few victims among a 
civilian population. 


BRITISH RAID 
GERMAN TRENCHES. 


London, October 30.—British troops 
made two raids on German trenches 
west of Wytschaete, Belgium, and east 
of Boesinghe, last night, says the of- 
ficial statement issued today. A num- 
ber of prisoners were taken and con- 
siderable damage was inflicted on the 
Germans. The text of the statemenr 
follows: 

“Heavy rains continue to fall. There 
is nothing to report from our front 
south of the Ancre. 

“During the night we conducted twa 
successful raids on enemy trenches west 
of Wytschaete and east of Boesinghe, 


taking prisoners and inflicting consid- | 
erable damage. ; 

“Enemy working parties were] 
bombed by us in the neighborhood of 
La Bassee canal and suffered many cas- 
ualties.” 


GERMANS ADMIT 
LOSS OF GROUND. 


Berlin, October 30.—(Via Sayville.)— 
British troops, attacking the German 
lines on the Somme front between Les 
Boeufs and Morval succeeded in gain- 
ing some ground from the Germans, 
the war office announced today. 

South of the Sorame French positions 
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Grave Situation on Face. 

On its face, the case of the Marina, 
reported by Consul Frost at Queens- 
town, presents the gravest situation 
that has arisen since the sinking of the 
channel liner Sussex, which brought 
the American and German  govern- 
ments to the verge of a break. 

Although he cautioned that his in- 
formation was purely “provisional,” the ~ 
consul cabled that the Marina, a “horse 
transport with a mixed crew of British 
and Americans,” was_ reported sunk 
without warning by German submarine 
gunfire, 100 miles west of Cape Clear, 
and that seventy of the crew of 104 
were missing. Press dispatches have. 
indicated that the missing men might 
reach shore tn their boats later. 

Another message from Mr. Frost said 
members of the crew of the Rowan- 
more, including Americans, had been 
shelled in their boats while abandoning. 
the ship after being chased by a sub- 
marine for fifty minutes. There were 
no casualties. 

According to the Newport News 
agents of the Marina's owners, the 
Donaldson line, the vessel, with some 
fifty American -horse tenders aboard, 
was not under charter to the British 
government as a transport, but was ene 
gaged in her regular trade as a freight- 
er and carried horses for the allies as a 
part of her general cargo. Under such 
circumstances she would be entitled to 
all the immunities of any other bel- 
ligerent-owned merchantman, and an 
enemy destroying her and her contra- 
band cargo would be required to make 
due provision for the safety of the 
ship’s company unless she was sunk in 
the act of attempting to escape. 

Kull Report Is Awaited. 

Apparently all depends upon the ac-« 
curacy of the first reports; whether the 
Marina actually was attacked without 
warning or whether she is to be record- 
ed as only another of the scores of 
British carriers that have gone to the 
bottom as the result of their skippers* 
desperate efforts to outrun enemy 
shells. 

Until a full report has come from 
Consul Frost no step will be taken by 
the state department. Frost is regard- 
ed as a thorough investigator and has 
played a part in determining the facts 
in many of the most important euDd- 
marine incidents, including the destruc- 
tion of the Lusitanla.

The admiralty says the Marina was 
not under government charter. 


FIFTY AMERICANS 
ON THE MARINA, 


Newport News, Va., October 30.— 
There were fifty Americans on the 
British steamship Marina, reported 
torpedoed without warning in today’s 
dispatches from London, when she 
sailed from Newport News. The Ameri- 
cans were signed on here as horsemen. 
They were all white men and gave 
their homes as in various sections of 
the United States. 

According to information gained at 
the offices of the local agents for the 
owners of the Marina, she was a Don- 
aldson liner and carried a cargo of 
horses and general cargo from this 
port. 

The Marina was returning to New- 
Port News, according to a statement 
secured from her local agents. She 


had on board a part cargo of general 
merchandise for this port from Glas- 
gow. 

At the offices of the United States 
Shipping company, local agents for 
the Donaldson line, owners of the 
Marina, it was stated today in reply to 
a direct question, that the Marina was 
not a transport in the service of the 
British government. 

“She is one of our regular steam- 
ers plying between here and Glasgow,” 
it was said at the offices of the 
agents, “and was owned and operated 
as a merchantman by the Donaldson 
line. She carried general cargo and 
sometimes horses for the British gov- 
ernment, but she had not been com- 
mandeered, and _ still retained her 
charter as a merchantman.”

According to Von Hinden- 
burg—Field Marshal Says 
Situation Is Good for Ger- 
mans and Will So Remain. 


Berlin, October 30.—(Via Wireless 
to Sayville.)—“The situation is as good 
as possible, and all will be well also in 
the future.” 

Thus Field Marshal von Hindenburg, 
chief of the German general staff, de- 
scribed the present war situation to a 
representative of The Vienna Neue 
Freie Presse, whom he received at

headquarters in the presence of Gen-: 


eral von Ludendorf, first quartermas- 
ter general. As to the duration of the 
war, Field Marshal von Hindenburg 
said: 

“That depends upon our enemies. 
Prophesying does not pay; during a 
war one had better leave it alone. It 
is possible that the year 1917 will bring 
battles which will decide the war 
However, I do not know, and nobody 
knows. I only know that we will 
fight this war to a final. decision. 

General von Ludendorf here added: 
“We do not think of peace. We are 
absolutely decided to continue the war, 
as is shown with sufficient clearness 
by the measures of the allied (Teu- 
tonic) army commands.” 

This interview with the chief of 
staff was given out today by the Over- 
seas News agency for publication. It 
continues: 

“The correspondent in turn reported 
to Field Marshal von Hindenburg on 
the general feeling in AuStria-Hungary 
declaring it was one of confidence and 


satisfaction, but that, as everywhere, 
the end of the war was wished for. 
The field marshal replied: 

“That we all wish; understand this 
well. The Austro-Hungarian people 
have accomplished their full duty dur- 
ing this war and have made all the 
heavy sacrifices which were necessary. 
But still new sacrifices must be made, 
lest those already made have been 
made in vain.” 


Morale of Teutons Superior. 


General von Ludendorf interjected: 

“Tell your American friends that 
there is only one efficient means for

Every soldier and 
all others must work together; they 
must realize that no way but war leads 
to peace. Munitionisnotali; not gren- 
ades but the morale of the troops brings 
the final decision, and the morale of the 
German and Austro-Hungarian troops 48 
superior to that of all our adversaries. 
Nevertheless, munitions mean very 
much in this war. At a previous vis- 
it the field marshal told you ‘the main 
thing is discipline. That is true. dis- 
cipline is based on the complete edu- 
cation of every individual man.” 

Asked whether there was any chance 
that the war would-.be culminated by 
a decisive blow, General von Ludendorf 
said: “Perhaps. The trend of events 
must show this. I prefer to make no 
statement.” 

As to whether the Russian masses 
shall be exhaused, Field Marshal von 
Hindenburg replied: 

“They are already becoming so; the 
Russian army commanders have 
charged themselves with that. There 
is no doubt also that new masses will 
grow up in Russia. But that makes 
no difference. We, too, have enough 
men. Germany has a profusion of re- 
serves, and in Austria-Hungary the re- 
serves are by no means exhausted. We 
never were afraid of the Russian nu- 
merical strength. We know no numer- 
ical superiority.” 

General von Ludendorf, 
the subject, said: 
riority and danger only exist for the 
weak. Who objects against fate ought 
better to, object -against himself. 
firm will commands fate. There is no 
blind fate.” 

Field Marshal von Hindenburg then 
continued: 


Russ Artillery More Efficient. 


“The new Russian armies are as 
good and as bad as the former. The 
main quality of the Russian soldier is 
blind obedience. He makes no prog- 
ress Of a military kind, only the Rus- 
Sian artillery has become more effi- 
cient on account of instruction by 
French and Japanese officers, who 
partly command. But our artillery re- 
mains superior. 

“During a certain period the Rus- 
sians had more munitions than they 
formerly had. Their munitions sup- 
plies have now become diminished be- 
cause of the end of impertation by 
way of Archangel and Vladivostok.” 

The correspondent asked whether in 
the opinion of the chief of staff the 
termination of the war was only pos- 
sible in the east, to which Field Mar- 
shal von Hindenburg replied: 

“People don’t know what nonsense 
they talk. One does a great injus- 
tice to an army commander by attrib- 
uting to him a program. He cer- 
tainly has in his head a plan of war. 
a general view of war. But there 
is no prepared program except tnat 
one—to gain victory. Where and how 
that shall be done can only be decided 
each moment anew on the basis of 
events. Therefore a decision can be 
looked for as well in the east as in the 
west. 

“It is nonsense if they tell you that 
I intend to shorten my front in the 
west. I never thought of it. Why 
should I do it? The front in the west 
stands as firm as a rock and if our 
enemies by gigantic use of artillery 
here and there again a little terrain 
they will never break through. In 
order to do this they would still have 
to attack for thirty years, 
they had enough men. 


French Life Ebbing. 

“The French show great tenacity, but 
they are exterminating lives by their 
method of fighting. All their tenacity 
will be of no avail, for in the end there 
will be none of them left. This fate o7f 
the French nation is owing above all 
else to the British. If the British ask 
next spring for more offensive cam- 
paign they will rob France of the re- 
mainder of her army and her national 
strength. 

“This war will make no great change 
in the estimate of British military ac- 
complishments. Great strategists are 
lacking among the British. 

“The Transylvania situation is exce!- 
lent. The Rumanians are in retreat 
and the day of reckoning is coming. 

“Replying to a question regarding 
the reported attempt against the Queen 
of Rumania, Field Marshal von Hin- 
denburg said: ‘Attempts of this kind 
always must be condemned.” (This is 
the first report to reach the United 
States of an attempt against the life 
of Queen Marie of Rumania.)

“The enemy during an attack from 
the Les Boeufs-Morval line succeeded 
in enlarging his penetration of our 
most advanced trench east of Les Boeufs 
for a small distance to the south. At 
all points where the enemy was gble 
to advance through our curtain offtire 
he was sanguinarily repulsed. 

“On the south bank of the Somme, 


La Maisonette farm and French posi- 
tions extending thence to Biaches were 


regiment No. 359, composed of Berlin 
and Brandenburg troops. The attack 
was efficiently prepared by the artil- 
lery, splendidly assisted by the ob- 
servations of airmen. Prisoners to the 
number of 412, among whom were fif- 
teen officers, were brought in.

MASSED ATTACKS 
MADE BY RUSSIANS 
ON GERMAN LINES 


» Berlin, October 30.—(By Sayville.)— 
Massed attacks of Russian infantry in 

olhynia yesterday, after unusually vio- 
lent artillery preparation, broke down 
under the German fire, the war office 
announced today. 

The announcement follows: 

“A Russian attack in massed forma- 
tion, prepared for by the heaviest use 
of shells, was launched west of Pusto- 
nyty. A short time later an attack was 
made east of Szelzov (Volhynia). Both 
attacks failed with heavy losses before 
our fire.”

Our relations with Europe after the war 
is daily becoming a more imminent prob- 
lem. Several recent utterances of President 
Wilson clearly indicete that the subject is 
receiving close attention. 

The department of state is not unmindful 
of the conditions that may exist abroad 
when the war ends and their possible and 
probable effects, not only on our foreign 
trade, but on our future political relations. 
with Great Britain, France, Russia and 
Germany, are being closely studied. 

President Wilson has warned the coun- 
try that this is the last general European 
war that the United States can hope to 
keep out of. Nobody is better entitled to 
an opinion on this matter than the presi- 
dent. He knows better than anybody else 
what it has cost to keep the country out of 
this war. It would be well if the country 
knew what the administration knows. 

How vitally the outcome of this war 
will affect all of us in the United States is 
not yet fully or widely understood in the 
United States after more than two years 
of fighting. The south particularly has a 
vital stake in the war. Almost more than 
any other section of the country we are in- 
terested in the promotion and developmeni 
of our growing export trade. We must have 
free access to the markets of the world on 
equal terms with other nations. The reso- 
lutions adopted by the Paris Economic con- 
ference of the Allies indicate a preparation 
for a greatly altered and concerted Euro 
pean commercial policy which cannot fail 
to exercise a profound effect on the trade 
of all the world. The Allies are taking 
counsel together to repair their shattered 
commercial fortunes. 

At this time the United States is with- 
out machinery or adequate information with 
which to safeguard its normal foreign trade

This has become so clear 
to a “forward looking” element of thinking 
men in this country that it finds evidence 
in such proposals as have been advanced 
for an Anglo-American compact looking not 
only to closer commercial relations, but to 
removing, in so far as possible, causes for 
future wars, . 

Undoubtedly the Allies do not contem- 
plate any commercial conflict with the 
United States. We have reason to believe 
that in any preferential system of commer- 


cial agreements the Allies may adopt they 


‘will offer us advantageous arrangements. 

But we must begin to think now to form 
sound opinions and to erect machinery for 
negotiation so that we will be able to de- 
termine what our real interests are and to 
reconcile and bring into harmony the va- 
rious industrial, commercial and agricul- 
tural elements ‘in support of a foreign 
‘policy. |

After the War Prices. 


Editor Constitution: I notice si me state- 
ments in the columns of your paper as to 
prices of grain, cotton, etc, immediately 
after the (un)civil war, which reminds me 
that my father had a quantity of a long 
staple cotton on hand he had developed 
called “The Golden Staple,” which he sold 
not long after General Lee's surrender for 
55 cents a pound, in gold. The year of 1866 
proved one of the driest in Georgia history 
—did not rain, of any conseqgence, from May 
until October, and cotton brought upwards 
of 30 cents a pound. The year 1867 was one 
of the best crop years ever Known, but 
farmers had almost nothing for themselves 
and stock to eat, and there was no such 
thing known as “western meat and corn; 
therefore, neighbors had to “divide;’ hence, 
wheat brought $3.50 a bushel, corn $2.70 a 
bushel, and bacon 25 cents a pound. My fa- 


ther sold his entire crop of cotton at 33 | 


cents a pound that year. I began farming 


in 1868, another bad year, and got 2§ cents 


a pound for my cotton.

Plan Meetings in Many Counties 


To Discuss State Road Extension 


Following a mass meeting which will be 
held November 10, when definite plans will 
be laid for presenting a proposition to the 
Western and Atlantic railroad commission 
for the extension of the state road to the 
sea, meetings will  ; held in some forty 
counties south of Atlanta in order to line 
up the entire territory which would be 
served by such an extension behind the 
project, according to fhe statement of J. A. J. 
Henderson, president of the Ocilla-Southern 
railway, who was in Atlanta Monday. 

‘Mr. Henderson was one of the principal 
figures at the mass meeting held in Way- 
ross last Saturday for the purpose of work- 
ing out an extension plan to present to the 
commission, and Mr. Henderson stated that 
he was very much pleased with the outcome 
of that meeting. 

He stated that it was represented at the 
meeting that the Southern railway will be 
willing’ to sell its line from Atlanta via 
Macon to Fort Valley, a link in the proposed 
extension plan upon which much depends. 
He stated also that representatives from the 
city of Jacksonville were present and that 
Jacksonville is very much interested in the 
proposed extension to St. Mary's, and subse- 
quently to Jacksonville, and is willing and 
anxious to co-operate in every way possible. 


—— 


“A thorough organization has been 
planned,” said Mr. Henderson, “and for that 
purpose various committees have been ap- 
pointed from the territory all along the pro- 
posed line. The duty of these committees 
will be to aid and encourage the movement 
in each of the counties through which the 
proposed line will run in every way possi- 
ble, and to report their findings to a general 
meeting which has been called for Novem- 
ber 10 for the purpose of going still deeper 
into a definite plan of action.” 

Mr. Henderson and his associates will 
make a bid for the construction of the ex- 
tension, or to acquire a line of road touch- 
ing at least two ports in Georgia—if not 
three, he says—‘in event the people along 
the proposed line are friendly and give the 
proper encouragement,” and that, Mr. Hen- 
derson said, he feels confident wil] be the 
case, from what he has already experienced. 

Asked about what particular line his bid 
would likely emprace, Mr. Henderson said 
that, as contemplated in his original prop- 
osition, advanced about two years ago, to ex- 
tend the state road from Atlanta to Macon 
and from Macon to St. Mary’s, “and from 
some point about halfway between the At- 
lantic Coast Line and the Seaboard Air Line, 
running through to Savannah, giving both 
St. Marys and Savannah connections.” -

the recent ruling placing the ban on the 
use of uniforms by members of such a staff 
except those who are detailed from the na- 
tional guard or are retired officers of the 
national guard or of the United States vol- 
unteer army. 

In the meanwhile the governor is think- 
ing of having new uniforms prescribed for 
his staff not in conflict with the federal 
law.

FEDERAL PRISON CHAPLAIN 
PLANNING FOR REGULATION 
OF THE VISITS OF WOMEN 


A flew problem faces federal prison, due 
to a report by Joseph A. Sewell, prison chap- 
lain, in which he seeks to regulate the visits 
of women to the various departments of the 
institution. 


He has asked the counsel of prison au-.- 


thorities in this effort, and his report is 
expected to bring about a conference be- 
tween Washington authorities as well as 
local prison heads. ; 

The report follows: 

“Believing that there is a growing senti- 
ment favoring such prison reform methods 
as will mean the greatest good to the pris- 
oner, not only while serving his time, but 
after he has been discharged, and ‘believing 
that the permission of ladies throughout the 
various departments on visiting days may 
have an influence that is elevating and help- 
ful to some, yet owing to the fact of em- 
barrassment to many, and the possible evil 
effects that may result from such projniscu- 
ous visiting, I respectfully call -your atten- 
tion to the problem as to how the permis- 
sion of such visits may be so regulated as 
to be most productive of good.” 

Women, including the wives and families 
of hundreds of the prisoners, are permitted 
within the prison at scheduled intervals. The 
chaplain’s report is concerned largely, how- 
ever,’ With women and girls who visit the 
prison on sightseeing expeditions.

Quietly Passes Into Great Beyond 


MRS. 


JANE WILLIAMS QUILLIAN, 


Who, at the ripe age of 97 years, passes at the home of her daughter in 
Gainesville. 


Gainesville, Ga., October 30.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—Mrs. Jane Williams Quillian, fre- 
quently called the “Mother of Method- 
ism in Georgia,” died here this morning 
at 9 o’clock. The funeral services will 
be conducted from the home of her 
daughter, Mrs. L. S. Finger, at 2 o’clock 
tomorrow afternoon by the pastor of 
the Methodist church, Rev. T. B. Ken- 
dall, assisted by the presiding elder 
of the Gainesville district, Rev. S. R. 
Belk. 

Georgia’s Oldest Methodist. 

Mrs. Quillian was one of the oldest 
inhabitants of Gainesville and probably 
the oldest member of the Methodist 
church in Georgia, being in her ninety- 
seventh year. She celebrated her nine- 
ty-sixth birthday on April 20, 1916. 

The name of Quillian has for more 
a century been a synonym for 
in Georgia. Of the eight 


isters. These were William, George, 
Osborne and Wiley. Two others intend- 
ed to preach, James and Barney, but 
they died in early manhood, the former 
being mortally wounded in the battle 
of Manassas in the civil war. Of these 
Rev. J. Wiley is still a member of the 
North Georgia conference and is now 
stationed in Atlanta as pastor of St. 
Paul’s Methodist church. 

Rev. W. F. Quillian, who died in 1905, 
was also a prominent member of the 
North Georgia conference. He was at 
one time nastor of the Methodist church 
here in Gainesville. and will be remem- 
bered as having founded the “Quillian 
Lectureship’ at Emory university. 

Two other sons of this remarkable 
woman survive her. Dr. Harwell Quil- 
lian is a practicing physician of Win- 
der, Ga., and Dr. A. C. Quillian a re- 
tired dentist of Athens, Ga.

That delivery closed at 
18.77, but the final tone was barely 
steady and last prices showed declines 
of 31 to 34 points for the day. 

The market opened steady at a de- 

cline of 7 to 13 points in response to 
lower cables. There was some buying 
by trade interests and moderate sup- 
port from bullish sources, but offer- 
ings increased in volume after the 
call, and the market soon became easy. 
Demand was active enwugh to cause 
occasional rallies, and, ai'ter showing a 
net loss of about 25 to 40 points, the 
market worked up 10 or 12 points 
from the lowest. On eacip bulge, how- 
ever, sellers seemed to become more 
aggressive or more urgent, and prices 
broke sharply during the early after- 
noon, with December eusing off to 
18.40, January to 18.34 and March to 
18.48, or about 45 to 51 points under 
Saturday’s closing figures. 
- This made a break of approximately 
$4.50 per bale from the best point 
reached on the rally of last Friday, 
and the decline uncovered stop orders. 
After their execution there were rallies 
of several points from ot lowest, and 
the close showed recoveries of 10 or 
15 points, although the tone was un- 
settled and pees ordets remained 
more or less in evidence. 

A private crop estimate of 11,167,000 
bales issued after the close on Saturday 
seemed to attract very little attention, 
and interest around the ring seemed 
to center in technical conditions, or 
the spot situation. Reports that a 
British steamer with Americans on 
board had been sunk off the Irish 
coast caused unea’tsiness late in the 
morning, which probably contributed 
to the decline, but later advices in 
that connection were considered reas- 
suring.

This move- 
ment, brought over from last week, 
was given impetus by poor. cables 
around the opening and later by the 
reported sinking without warning of a 
British vessel with Americans aboard.

Their figures were made 
on replies from correspondents - influenced 
by a rapidly advancing cotton market and 
the ginning figures suggest a much larger 
crop. - The mills’ takings with cotton from 
11 cents to 20 cents foot up 2,881.000 vs. 
3,053,000 to the same date last year. 

The decline in the cotton market will not 
hasten mills’ takings, most of them being 
s0 well provided they can afford to wait 
several months. The decline will not hasten 
movement for a few @ays—perhaps a 
couple of weeks—but the accumulation con- 
cinues and carrying charges accumulate as 
well. The farmer is long probably 250,000 
bales of ginned cotton and 8,000,000 still in 
the field. The small country merchant has 
about 2,500,000 bales and of this not more 
than half has been sold or hedged. The 
cotton buyer is in a similar predicament, as 
his holdings exceed his hedges and his 
sales both at counted and uncounted points. 
Wall street and outside speculative interests 
hold, we think, about 3,000,000 bales of 
speculative contracts. The only buyers 
would be the shorts or the spinner, and 
neither of these need much cotton. It re- 
quires constant effort and attention of the 
bulls to prevent declines. 

Cotton will, we think, sell below its 
value—if anyone knows what the value of 
cotton is—during times of inflation.
